Alpha Micro Compatible Mag-Tape Drive 



Programming Sciences. Inc., announces the 
availability of the first LOW COST 9 track 
tape drive for the Alpha-Micro. The system 
uses the advanced duo of the Konan 'Enhancer' 
tape drive controller and the Cipher 'Micro¬ 
streamer' one half inch tape drive. This 
combination allows you to run the tape drive 
truly interrupt driven, and non-DMA unlike 
other systems.

If you wish to read tapes or create tapes for 
other computer systems, this can easily be 
done, because our tape system uses the indus¬ 
try standard Vz inch magnetic tape drive at the 
standard 1600 bits per inch. 


The amount of information that you can 
store on one tape is much more dense than 
almost any other mass storage medium. This 
means that a 3600 foot reel of tape can store 
over 22 megabytes storing 512 bytes per 
record. If you use a 4k blocking factor, you can 
get up to 50 megabytes on one 3600 foot reel. 
After the backup is made, the amount of shelf 
space to store the information is not a major 
factor in designing a computer room. 

The Microstreamer also saves space by using 
only 8.72 inches in a RETMA rack chassis. This 
means that you can mount the tape drive in the 
cabinet with your disk drive. The tape is then 
loaded from the front of the drive, and the 
drive will automatically thread itself. 

The time required to do the backup is less 

than the time you would take to back up your 
system the conventional way and doesn't re¬ 
quire your computer to be 'DOWN' at any time 
during the backup. This means that the com¬ 
puter users can still be programming or enter¬ 
ing data at the time of backup.

Alpha Microsystems' Product Compatibility Guide 


As Alpha Microsystems' releases new systems and 
new products, we are often asked if this new equipment 
is compatible with already existing products. The majority 
of our new releases can easily be integrated with previously 
released systems. However, there are some circuit boards 
that must have certain modifications implemented before 
they may be used with other products. 

This article is designed to inform you which products 
are compatible; and what, if any, modifications are required 
to integrate these items. Some of our later systems do 
require that a certain version of our Software Release be 
used; this information is also included. 

Central Processing Units (CPUs) 

AM-100 CPU 

The AM-100 CPU is compatible with all existing Alpha 
Microsystems' products with the following exceptions. 

1. AM-420 Disk Controller/AM-600-01 Combination 

There are certain modifications that must be made to 
the AM-100 for use with the AM-420. Refer to the 
article included in this issue, "AM-100/AM-600-01 
Modifications for Use with the AM-420." 


4. If an AM-700 MPC and an AM-600 Mag Tape Interface 
Board are included in the system with an AM-100/T, 
Revision C13 or F06 or earlier, then the AM-100/T 
DMA Compatibility procedure as described in the 
ISSG Newsletter , Volume 3, Number 7, page 11 must 
be implemented. 

5. AM-960 Status Display 

An AM-965 Status Display Board must be included 
in the system for AM-100/T Revision C and AM-960 
compatibility. 

6. Dual-level, power-fail for use with AM-120 

To utilize the dual-level, power-fail feature, the pro¬ 
cedure described in the ISSG Newsletter, Volume 3, 
Number 10, page 4 must be implemented. This pro¬ 
cedure also requires Software Release 4.5 or later. 
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This product requires that Software Release 4.4 or 
later be included on the system. 

AM-100/T, Revision F 


2. The AM-100 CPU is not compatible with the AM- 
700 Memory Partition Controller Board 

3. AM-960 Status Display 

To use the AM-960 Status Display with this CPU 
requires the addition of an AM-965 Status Display 
Interface Board. 

4. To insure AM-100 compatibility with the memory 
parity signal when an AM-120 or AM-710 is included 
in the system, the AM-100 Memory Parity Compati¬ 
bility Enhancement procedure should be implemented. 
Refer to the ISSG Newsletter, Volume 3, Number 7, 
page 12 for this procedure. 

AM-100/T, Revision C or earlier 

The AM-100/T, Revision C or earlier CPU is compatible 

with all existing Alpha Microsystems' products with the 

following exceptions. 

1. The AM-100/T is not compatible with the AM-200 
Floppy Disk Controller Board 

2. The AM-100/T is not compatible with the AM-12-01 
(Piiceon 64K Memory Board) 

3. To utilize this CPU with the AM-700 Memory Partition 
Controller Board (MPC), the modification described 
in the ISSG Newsletter, Volume 3, Number 10, page 6 
must be done. 


This CPU is compatible with all existing Alpha Micro¬ 
systems' products except the following.

A Phoenix backup requires 
a 15 minute purge and up to 45 minutes of copying. The DR-300 backup requires 9 
minutes. You can backup your entire drive (six platters) in about the same time as a 
single disk to disk Phoenix copy. 

Software is supplied with the DR-300 that will enable you to save and retrieve files 
from the tape in a manner similar to a larger V 2 " 9 track tape drive. This allows you to 
exchange data with other DR-300 users using the tape cartridge rather than an 
expensive disk pack. Up to 20 megabytes of files may be transferred on a tape cartridge 
that is as easy to ship as a floppy disk.

This data base uses a combination of ISAM and Relative Record Number files to 
achieve a chain-file type cross-referencing of records analogous to that 
available on much laraer computer systems. 

COMMAND is described in a 350 pass user-oriented manual which includes a 
Data Base Dictionary, ail screen layouts and printed reports, and functional 
descriptions of programs. This manual is provided with both the Source arid 
Demonstration Packages or may be purchased separately. The source files from 
which this manual is produced are also supplied with the Source Packaae so 
that the user's documentation can be revised to reflect proaram modi fi cations 
he may require.

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First, let me thank all who responded to my request for help to develop an inter¬ 
face with Telex paper tape; particularly William Isherwood, Berry Feldmand, 
Donald Jones and David Reed who had good ideas and assistance. 


After discussions and investigation with various AM users and Western Union, I 
found out that WU was expanding their EMS—Electronic Mail System to allow a 
variety of computers to have direct interface with them. EMS is the front-end 
store and forward system for their INFO MASTER system which is the compu¬ 
ter that actually connects with the teletype wire service network. Their test 
center in McLean, Virginia handles all new applications for certification of user 
computer systems to EMS. The test center gave me the specifications for 
communication and message format and assigned a programmer to monitor our 
test. 

This method would allow us to send text files that were previously prepared on 
our system directly to EMS and avoid the paper tape altogether. We simply 
develop the text files in VUE using the proper Western Union EMS message 
headers and trailers and send them to EMS on their toll free number. 

Now’s a good time to mention that you will need to call your local Western Union 
salesperson and let him set you up with a temporary or test ID. This is a formali¬ 
ty as he will probably just give you the telephone number of the test center and 
let them set you up. This contact needs to be made whether or not you 
presently have a TELEX or TLX terminal installed. 

We utilize a DC Hayes and Larry White software to automate the dialing and 
communications process. A command file takes the operator directly thru to the 
EMS password sign on. Once signed on with your account number, they will 
prompt you to send your message. 

Since TLX and TELEX use different code schemes (ASCII vs BAUDOT) and dif¬ 
ferent private wire connections to their respective terminals, it is convenient to 
use the INFO MASTER system for translating code and transfering networks. 
Before the advent of the Western Union EMS system your only choice was to 
send to INFO MASTER using a previously prepared and edited paper tape. It is 
a tedious and frustrating job to prepare these tapes if the messages are long 
and involve any formatting. In our case most of the messages came in for trans¬ 
mission at 4:50 PM. Important messages such as invoices and bank wire trans¬ 
fers require that all details are perfectly correct. User approval in the form of an 
initialed proof copy message run from paper tape is usually required before 
sending. When mistakes are found or editing changes are made, the operator 
must make a new paper tape. 

However, when an operator can sit down at any terminal on our system and 
quickly and easily set up a VUE file, dump it to a printer, get the approvals and 
send the message, you have a lot of happy people (including the boss). We 
send a lot of free text messages, of course, but we have evolved about 12 
standard type messages. Several different types and formats for invoices, 
bank wire transfers, verifications of contract agreements and verification of 
barge and pipeline product movement are standardized. These standard 
messages are stored as VUE files and copies are printed for a master booklet. 
We print these messages with blank spaces for the variable information. Each 
department that sends the various types of messages has made xerox copies 
of the messages in a fill in the blanks format. They simply fill in the blanks and 
return them. A terminal operator can then sign on and update the appropriate 
file and send back a new copy for approval. Now when a last minute rush of 
messages come in it’s no problem to get them out.

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How it works: 

We first set up a special PPN with a password for the exclusive use of teletype. 
When you sign on we display the directory and load the Phone program. We 
use two D.C. Hayes modems on the system and one is dedicated to a remote 
data entry system. Using a .CMD FILE to ready the right modem and load the 
proper communications specifications eliminates a variety of problems. The 
D.C. Hayes micro modems used with Larry White, Inc., communications soft¬ 
ware make a versatile and flexible method of handling a wide variety of com¬ 
munication problems at the 110 and 300 baud range. The communication pro¬ 
gram can be set to meet the requirements of each different computer you com¬ 
municate with. In the case of Western Union EMS, the program is set as 
follows: 

PHONES PHONE 300 7 1 EVEN 

This sets the modem called PHONE to 300 baud, 7 bit word length, 1 stop bit, 
and even parity. 

Now VUE can be used to create and edit the message. The D.C. Hayes in our 
system is hard wired to a dedicated phone line and can be terminal key board 
dialed to reach the EMS system. 

To further automate and to cut down errors, we use a command file that con¬ 
tains the 1 800 EMS number and the necessary commands for the terminal to 
talk to the modem. It looks like this: 

:T 

CALL PHONE 1 *800*3360101 
TALKTO PHONE 

Once you have done this and received a “Connection Established”, EMS will 
prompt you for a sign on with >Enter Account ID. 

After checking and accepting your account number, EMS will prompt you to 
>start message. Now toggle to your system and send your message. We use 
a command file to facilitate this as well as an assembler program that strips line 
feeds and ends the message with a control S. The small assembler is called 
PUTMSG and our command looks like this: 

:T 

PUTMSG =M?.TXT 

M? is the message number. Other methods could accomplish the same thing 
and the assembler functions could probably be done with Super Vue, but I 
haven’t tested that approach. It also is necessary to set TALKTO with the 
CONFIG utility so that you do not have to manually set a control character each 
time you want to toggle between the phone line and your computer. 

When your transmission is completed, EMS will send you a “Thank you” mes¬ 
sage and acceptance number. The Thank you is evidence that EMS has re¬ 
ceived your message and the acceptance number indicates that it has passed 
the editing test and will be forwarded to INFO MASTER. 

The message acceptance number has 12 digits and is decoded as follows:

However, when time, convenience, and accuracy are important, this method 
may be the answer.

For those of us who have ADDS Regent 40’s, you are 
well aware of occasional problems using VUE. This in¬ 
cludes asterisks and plus signs appearing on the 
screen when you do control J’s and control K’s. The 
problem has been identified by Gene Holland of Elec- 
trotex in Houston, Texas, and it is a bug in the Intel 
8755A PROM. 

ADDS sent Gene the corrected program, and told him 
that he could burn his own PROMS, but that is fairly 
expensive, and comes to over $60.00 each. I would 
like to hear from all the AMUS members who have 
ADDS Regent 40’s, and would like to send a stack of 
letters to ADDS demanding that the problem be fixed 
for a reasonable fee. If you have a Regent 40, please 
contact me, and I’ll put together a letter to send to 
ADDS. (Steve.) 

Speaking of ADDS, the ADDS driver that we have on 
the Network has been modified for the new Viewpoint 
terminal thanks to Dan Dunham of Central States Grain 
in Des Moines. AMUS has a copy of the driver named 
ADDV.MAC in account #100,11 on the Network. 


MANY thanks to DRAVAC for the donation of their 
Utility programs to AMUS. We’ve made good use of 
several of their programs. How did we live without 
their version of TYPE for all these years? TYPE allows 
you to change the speed of the display while it’s run¬ 
ning by the screen, allows you to go back a page, and 
uses the space bar to stop and start the display. Much 
easier to deal with than the AMOS TYPE which forces 
you to stop and begin all over if the item you’re looking 
for goes off the top of the screen. Also fun is 
SEQ.PRG which is like DIRSEQ except that it only 
works on your PPN (much faster than DIRSEQ) and 
will also organize your files first by extension, then by 
the file name. Imagine seeing all of your .BAS file 
together followed by the .CMD files, followed by the 
.DO files, etc. 


AMOS 4.5a(2) Update 

Alpha Micro has published corrections for RUN, 
RUNSML, COMPIL, and 420DVR.DVR. If these 
changes have been made, your monitor will be 
4.5a(2). If you have the old hash totals, you should 
contact your dealer for the update, or, if you have no 
dealer, contact AMUS. 


RUN had four problems which were corrected: 

1. It did not find .RUN modules which had already 
been loaded into user memory. 

2. The maximum record number allowed for random 
files was 65535 minus the file base, it has been 
expanded to over 4 billion. 

3. Input of numeric variables that started with 9 
didn’t work correctly. 

4. Improperly nested FOR-NEXT loops would 
sometimes cause spurious “Return without 
GOSUB” errors. 

The old hash total for RUN.PRG was 505-507-347- 

402. The updated hash total should now be 045- 

726-467-671. 


RUNSML had the same problems as RUN. It’s old 
hash total was 252-372-151-426. The new hash 
total should be 012-264-450-135. 

COMPIL had problems correctly reporting errors that 
it found in -I- -HNCLUDEd portions of programs. It 
would give random line numbers for errors that it 
found. The new improved version correctly identifies 
errors as part of an ++INCLUDE statement and tells 
you the name of the + -(-INCLUDE line where the er¬ 
ror occured. You will have to COMPIL the 
+ + INCLUDE file separately to find the offending line 
number. The old hash total was 643-445-221-520. 
The new one should be 147-740-356-150. 


I stumbled across an interesting feature (bug?) in the 
APPEND program recently; the documentation says 
that the default extension is null. I took this to mean 
that I had to type in full extensions for every file I 
wanted APPENDed, however, you only need type in 
the extension on the name of the destination file if all 
of the input files have the same extension. This is.the 
same way that RENAME and COPY work, which 
makes sense. Only obstinate fools like myself persist 
in doing things the hard way. 


For those of you with the AM-420 Winchester drives, 
you will want to correct a problem with alternate track 
handling. Old hash: 037-714-621-527. New hash: 
452-215-154-106. 

After these changes are made you should have 
AMOS version 4.5a(2). You can check this by typing 
in SYSTEM from monitor level. The last line of the 
display for SYSTEM will tell you the monitor version 
number.

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For some time now we’ve had an unusual problem 
with our Phoenix based systems. On occasion, when 
intensive disk I/O is involved, we have encountered 
what we term physical block transfer. That is, we are 
finding entire 512 byte physical blocks being dupli¬ 
cated in the middle of a file, thus clobbering a good 
block, or a wrong block being read in during proces¬ 
sing of a file. This has occurred both from our own 
Alpha-Basic applications programs and Alpha Micro’s 
COPY.PRG and, apparently, only on our Phoenix 
based systems. 

We are not certain that this ever involves writing the 
right block to the wrong location, but we do know that 
it has involved reading the wrong block. For example, 
a file with 8 logical records per block is being pro¬ 
cessed. Logical record 8008 is the next record to be 
read in but record 8016 is read in by mistake, this be¬ 
ing in the next physical block. It has always seemed to 
be off by some simple binary factor such as 1, 2, 4, 
8, 16, etc. Now, if the same program is run again on 
the same data base, the block containing record 
8008 will be properly read in though the problem may 
or may not be encountered with some other block. 
This problem is very intermittent. 

So far we’ve not uncovered the cause of all this. 
When reporting this to Alpha Micro, they have been 
unable to offer a solution. So, we are now appealing 
to other AM US members who may have had or heard 
of such a difficulty. We would be pleased to receive 
any helpful thoughts or suggestions.

Buglist #20 (Version 4.6x1) 

This is for AM’s eyes only, as this is a preliminary (beta) release. 

I gave VUE a good work over, looking up all the past bugs and re-reporting 
any that still weren't fixed. VUE is 2258 bytes smaller in this release !!! 
Outside it looks the same, but internally was changed a lot. 

Major additions in 4.6x1 are bigger Priaras, more Priam software, and tapes. 
The 30 & 60 MByte Pnams are available, and may be split into "sub" drives. 
Thus, a 30 MByte physical Priam may be configured as one 30MB logical drive, 
(DSK0:), or as two 15MB logical drives (DSK0: and DSK1:), up to 8 sub-drives. 
A nice tradeoff, especially if you want more than 63 PPN’s on one drive. 

Timings on Pnams 

All timings are given m milliseconds per disk block read. 

For RNDRED, this is an average, usually covering 500 or 1000 reads. 

For REDALL, this is the time of a REDALL divided by the # of blocks.

Larger Pnams have voice coils (vs stepping motors), and should be faster. 
Notes on Winchesters & MPC 

Like the Phoenix, alternate tracks are used and recorded m BADBLK.SYS[1,2]. 
The Phoenix allows 15 bad tracks; I have never seen one with more than 2. 

The Priam Winchesters allow 5,10,20 bad tracks on the 8.5,30,60 Mbyte drives. 
A major difference is that bad tracks are not "replaced", but are "deleted". 
Thus, suppose that track 2 is bad on a Phoenix and Priam disk. 

Then this is where AMOS will actually look for a given track on each : 

AMOS (logical) : 00000 00001 00002 00003 00004 ... 

Phoenix (physical) : 00000 00001 00809 00003 00004 ... 

Priam (physical) : 00000 00001 00003 00004 00005 ... 

Now suppose that you lose the BADBLK file on both devices. 

On the Phoenix, you will simply have trouble reading track 4. 

But on the Priam, you will have a big headache, because all sequential files 
past track 2 will now be pointing to the wrong blocks/tracks. 

Even recovery programs like DSKFIX will fail unless they are changed to 
allow BADBLK tables to be dynamically built m memory by the user. 

The best hope will be to artificially create a BADBLK file on the disk, 
and DSKDDT it to the point where it matches the old one. 

In summary : After CRT420, mark bad track #'s on the outside of the drive, 
and possibly preserve a copy of your BADBLK file offline on a floppy disk 
(use LOAD and SAVE to do the copying, since COPY won't cooperate). 

After that, keep everything backed up. I repeat, KEEP IT BACKED UP. 

Only if you fail to do all 3 of these things will you get into real trouble. 
For those of you who get into real trouble, here is the BADBLK.SYS format:

The facts of life with the new Memory Partition Controller (AM700) are : 
no job can have more than 64K minus the size of the resident monitor. 

For those who want maximum memory, life still hasn't changed since AMOS 0.0 
except that the monitor is bigger (hence, you have even less room), 
but AMOS and BASIC have improved so much that it often takes less room to 
accomplish whatever it is you want to do. 

The main advantage of MPC right now is that (eg) a 32.001K system allows all 
users to have 31*875K instead of forcing them down to 16K bytes. 

Also, SYSTEM.INI memory allocations m MPC are extremely easy to set up. 
Finally, when 24-bit addressing really does comes out (68000 processor ?), 
there will be no software changes necessary to the SYSTEM.INI. 

Most important, MPC will probably be required for 24-bit addressing. 

AMOS BUGS (Version 4.5A) 

(1) VUE - beware using WRAP when running out of memory 

As reported before, when 32 bytes are left in memory, VUE throws away 
the entire current line, and all succeeding insert lines. 

VUE keeps echoing the input, however, and only beeps on each return. 

If you hit escape twice, however, you will see what is really in memory. 

I now report that if WRAP is set, then even the return-beep is not heard, 
and you have absolutely no warning that you are wasting your time, 
[thanks, Terri] 

(2) VUE - doesn't allow crt lines longer than 128 characters 

For CRT's with non-standard screen sizes (le, not 24 x 80 characters), 

a provision is made in the TDV structure to allow for this. 

Also, NEWTRM (4.5) and FIXTRM (4.6) support this feature. 

VUE, however, takes any value above 128 and truncates the 128 bit. 

Thus, create a TDV with line size 132, and you will get 4 columns in VUE! 
[thanks, Gerry] 

(3) VUE-Oversized crt bug //I 

We have a 60-line CRT here at AIS. It has surfaced the following bug. 

VUE - ~B - on last line (#60), the display doesn't change at all 

(hit escape twice to get the blank line at line #60 ...) 

~Z - on any line #n > #24, the delete is ok, but line #60 

is left blank, and line #n+1 covers up line #24. 

All things considered, VUE stood up pretty well on the 60-lines. 

[thanks, Gerry] 

(4) BASIC - still haven't added APPEND and ++INCLUDE to reserved word table 

RANDOM'FORCED made it m for 4.6, but the other 2 didn't. 

(5) RUN - a quirk with substring values of form [0;n] 

Create and run the following program : 

10 MAPI A,S,10,"" 

20 MAPI B,S,10,"" 

30 B[0,1]="X" ! executes like A[10,10]="X" 

40 PRINT "("; A; B; ")" 

50 B[0;1]="X" ! executes like B[1;1]="X" 

60 PRINT "("; A; B; ")» 

The output will be the following

It would probably be desirable to change the execution of line 30 ! 
[thanks, Alec Templeton] 

(6) RUN - no longer can find runtime modules in user memory 

Create any BASIC program, COMPIL it, and load the RUN module into memory. 
Now LOG to another PPN where your program can't be found on disk. 

Try to RUN your program. AMOS tells you it can't find it. 

The BASIC manual (3.10) says RUN is supposed to search user memory, 
and it did m 4.4, but in 4.5 it doesn't (or tries and fails somehow), 
[thanks, Ira] 

Addendum: a fix for this is given in AMUS Newsletter for September 1981 
[this is ok in 4.6x] 

(7) COMPIL - doesn’t pick up line number on label lines 

Enter, COMPIL, and RUN the following BASIC program:

PRINT A(0) ! Error message says this was

(8) ECHO.SBR & NOECHO.SBR - how they effect lower case conversion 

XCALL NOECHO sets image mode, no echo, and lets lower case input go by. 
XCALL ECHO sets line mode, echo, and converts lower to upper case. 

It is possible that someone intended to force upper case in NOECHO.SBR, 
and return to lower case allowed on ECHO.SBR, but got it backwards. 

In any case, to remedy this problem, apply the following fix: 

LOG DSKO:7,6 
DDT ECHO.SBR 

/6 BIC #23,@R0 BIC #3,@R0

SAVE ECHO.SBR

(9) STENO.SBR - documentation has some errors and omissions 

Right off the bat, you are told to use F6 variables for STRTNO and ENDNO. 
This is wrong, and will get you into all kinds of trouble (use strings). 

We are then told that an ALL response returns values 0 and 99999999999. 
This is also wrong; it returns "" (empty string) and "[[[" (not "]]]"). 
Omissions : a return for ENDNO defaults to the value of STRTNO. 

The routine starts with a TAB(06,02); TAB(-1,10); TAB(12,20); "etc". 

(10) FLTCNV - now uses RUN 

As of 4.5, FLTCNV uses the conversions within RUN to do everything. 

Before 4.5, FLTCNV and RUN both had their own (parallel) conversions, 
which required AM to parallel any changes in both programs. 

As of 4.5, the 2nd word of RUN contains the version (eg, "45"), 
and this is checked by FLTCNV against its own version number.

(11) BADBLK - if found in memory, doesn’t report correctly 

Both of the following happened to us at different times. First, 

LOG DSKn:[1,2] ; any DSKn except DSKO 

LOAD BADBLK.SYS 

DIR BADBLK/H ; check hash code ... 

MAP ; hash code matches BADBLK on disk 

BADBLK DSKn: ; reports using DSKO:BADBLK.SYS !!! 

BADBLK didn’t report on the BADBLK.SYS on disk, nor the copy in memory; 
it instead reported on DSKO:BADBLK.SYS[1,2] !!! 

The other time we tried this, it failed m a different way. Thus, 

LOG DSK5: 

LOAD BADBLK.SYS 
LOG DSK4: 

BADBLK DSK3: ; reports using MEM:BADBLK.SYS 

In this second case, neither the specified DSK, nor login DSK, nor DSKO 
was used, but instead MEM: was used. 

This is disconcerting, but one of these is reproducible at any given time. 

(12) HELP --- Oversized crt bug #2 

We have a 60-line CRT here at AIS. It has surfaced the following bug. 

HELP - only uses 24 lines 
[thanks, Gerry] 

(13) MACRO FSPEC monitor call - default device not documented correctly 

If an FSPEC call processes a file specification string with no device, 
it assumes the default (user login) device, and puts into the DDB 
a device name of 000000 and a drive number of 377 (octal). 

The documentation disagrees with the former & agrees with the latter. 

It says that the login device is located in the user's Job Table entry, 
and is copied into the DDB device word. 

(14) FIX-Oversized crt bug #3 

We have a 60-line CRT here at AIS. It has surfaced the following bug. 

FIX - only uses 24 lines, even if more exist 
[thanks, Gerry] 

(15) DDT - the undocumented esc ? command 

Type an ESC ? sequence in DDT. This will display several things, 
including the user's regs, DDT's regs, and breakpoints. 

(16) DDT - Foot-in-mouth error in Buglist #18 Bug #21 

Yes, Bob Fowler, you can input JSR and CALL to DDT. 

MACRO allows CALL <label> as a default to "CALL PC,<label>", 
but DDT requires the PC operand to be there (likewise for JSR).

(17) CDC Floppy - POP manuals give wrong step rate

DIRCMD produces merged directory with notes CMD files (last update 11/20/80) HCB. 
DIRDAT produces merged directory of .DAT files with notes updated 11/30/80. 

FETCH1 gives image mode from basic-examines keyboard input before C/R. 

PRTASC demo of single .SBR gives instant ASCII val upon keyboard input—no C/R. 

The above was produced by typing (GETBAS) C/R. The list contains all the basic programs in 
that particular PPN. If we had wanted the .CMD files we would have typed (GETCMD)C/R. 

Note II gives the name of each program followed by what it does and other pertinent informa¬ 
tion such as date last updated, related programs, author, etc. 

Basic programs structured in a consistent manner, such as having line #90 contain the name of 
the program and explanatory information, will produce the above file automatically, as it reads 
your program to get that line and prints it in the index. 

Programs with other than .BAS extensions will have to have their indexes annotated (once) for 
each new addition. New additions will show up properly merged in alphabetic order but without 
explanatory notes. Sabteg also handles TXT and LST files. 

Explanatory notes are added using VUE. 

Make no mistake, this is no lazy person’s way out of doing an index. Nobody but Guru Leach, 
Hank Boschen and the several dozen who have already bought his SABTEG Program use Line 
90 as an explanatory label. 

You will have to manually edit an index (once) for each extension that you use. 

Naturally you will do it Hank’s way in the future (for basic programs) and each time you VUE pro¬ 
grams you will modify them to conform. 

IT TAKES EFFORT TO GET ORGANIZED

for old programs/subroutines that will save you the time of writing new ones?

AMOS SUGGESTIONS (Version 4.5A) 

(1) VUE - an "are you sure?" query on any Quit. 

[thanks, Joe] 

(2) PRINT - make the /K work for wildcards. 

(3) PRINT extend the /W option to /W:n (n = minimum // of queue blocks) 

PRINT /W waits until there are enough queue blocks to process the PRINT. 

Thus, (eg) you can set up a command file to print 1000 files, 

and not have to worry about crashing, typing them in manually, etc 

However, the current // of minimum queue blocks required by /W 

is too low to guarantee that other users will not cause the crash. 

I suggest either raising the minimum, or else allow the user to set it. 
Thus, FLOCK users, non-FLOCK multi-users, and single users could each 
set their own limits, and learn by experience what that should be. 

(4) COPY - add /F switch for full filespec 

Currently, COPY only displays as much file spec as is necessary, 
if the device or PPN corresponds to the default, it is not displayed. 
Perhaps add a /F switch to cause the full filespec (dev ice,fllename,PPN) 
to always be displayed on both source & destination.

(5) Suggestion for AMOS 5.0 

Automatic file locking by the AMOS monitor. Nice, huh ? 

AMOS NOTES (Version 4.5A) 

(1) BASIC - a bizarro bug with the number 900666 in 4.4 

If you are still on 4.4, or have one handy, try the following. 
SIGNIFICANCE 11 ! won't work with anything less 

PRINT 900666 ! comes out as 900665.99999 in 4.4 

Something was amiss with the conversion-to-output routine. 0k in 4.5. 
According to Jim, he tried for hours to find another case, but didn't, 
[thanks, Jim Taylor] 

(2) BASIC - some strange syntaxes that are valid & may throw you a curve 

The syntax "THEN <staternent>" by itself is legitimate. Consider this 
INPUT X,Y 
IF X=0 & 

AND Y=0 

THEN PRINT "BOTH ZERO" 

A pair of consequetive colons is equivalent to a cr+lf. Consider this 
INPUT X 

IF (X=0) THEN PRINT "ONE" : PRINT "TWO" : : PRINT "THREE" 

In both the above programs, the last print statement always executes. 
Both of these discovered from (painful) experience.

(3) RUN - INPUT works ok with no echo 

To use XCALL INPUT, it is necessary to first XCALL NOECHO. 

Before 4.5, XCALL NOECHO caused problems with using the regular INPUT. 
Thus, m general a program used all XCALL INPUTS or all INPUTS. 

As of 4.5, XCALL NOECHO no longer causes problems with INPUT. 

(4) COMPIL - how to use the fact that a COMPIL with errors leaves no .RUN 

As of 4.5, if COMPIL encounters any errors, no RUN module is created. 

In addition, if any old RUN module was there, it is also deleted. 

Thus, you cannot unknowingly execute a flaky RUN module. 

In addition, if you COMPIL many BAS modules via a command file, 

you no longer need to stay at your terminal to see if any errors occur; 

just go to lunch, and later check to see which RUNs are missing. 

(5) BASIC algorithms - some notes from Peter Jacobson 

Elegant is the word for how the following functions are accomplished. 
First, the INT function is calculated exactly the same as the following 
INT(x) = x + 2**39 - 2**39 

Second, the FLOAT function (or any integer to floating conversion) is 
accomplished figuratively as follows 

FLOAT(x) = (x with an exponent of 2**39) - 2**39 
Thus, move the Bn variable into the lower order bytes of the F6 area, 
put in an exponent of 2**39, then subtract a floating 2**39 from it.

(6) Alpha Accounting - AUTOGL.BAS[33,1] branches out of FOR loops 

If you have Alpha Accounting, and are running the monthly interfacing, 
then you may have encountered problems with it under AMOS 4.5

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There are two places where a GOTO is guaranteed to leave a FOR loop. 

This is the only Alpha Accounting program where I have seen this. 

The loops are at lines 2480-2530, 2890-2940. 

(7) STRIP.SBR - doesn't pad with nulls 

STRIP only puts a null after the last non-blank in a string. 

In general, all other BASIC string manipulations pad with nulls. 

Thus, STRIP treats its string arguments like neither S nor X formats, 
[thanks, Gerry] 

(8) PRINT - always 1 FF (form feed) between reports except on /NOF option 

In general, the Alpha Accounting reports have a beginning & ending FF. 
Why, then, do no extra pages get ejected ? Answer: the smart spooler. 

The logic goes this way : 

If the very first character of a spool file is a FF (form feed), 

and the last character sent out by the spooler was an FF, 

then this FF is ignored. Any further FF's are printed unchanged. 

After the file is finished, if the last character was not an FF, 

and the /NOF switch was not invoked, then the spooler sends out an FF. 

(9) SORT - monitor SORT does indeed work with random files 

I finally tried this, and it works. Totally undocumented since 4.4 
Just type SORT <random file>, and answer che questions asked. 

(10) ISAM — some advice on locking (XLOCK or FLOCK) 

AM's former ISAM programmer advises the following locking scheme. 

Lock File 
Read Record 

Lock Record 
Unlock File 

[fiddle around with record] 

Lock File 
Update Record 
Unlock Record 
Unlock File 

He says that ISAM should be considered working, and cited huge ISAM 
installations operating without a hitch over the recent months.

(11) AM420 - first device with >32768 blocks possible 

Until now, the Phoenix had the most number of blocks per drive (29088). 

It appears that the 30 MByte Priam will have over 60000 blocks per drive. 
This is the first time that AMOS has had to be careful about "unsigned" 
vs "signed" integer distinctions with respect to block numbers. 

Assembler fans will know what I am talking about. Keep your eyes peeled. 
There may be AMOS bugs lurking in the shadows, 3 or more years old, 
that have never had the opportunity to spread their wings and fly. 

If you encounter any troubles with blocks above 32768 (100000 octal), 
tell us, before we become the lucky first on our "block" to lose data. 

(12) WD16 Manual - a cute little hint from Mr FORTH 

Well, sometimes a little ingenuity goes a long way. 

If your WD16 manual isn't in the right order, change it !! 

Bob xeroxed the pages, cut them up, re-arranged them in Mnenomic order, 
and re-xeroxed them in alphabetical order.

(13) PRG - state of registers upon entry 

The following are available upon entry to a PRG module from AMOS: 

R0 = User JOB (undocumented) 

R2 = input (documented) 

R3 = base of free user memory (undocumented) 

R1,R4,R5 = 0 (not used ?)

(14) SYSMEM - may be m pieces 

Evidently, multiple SYSMEM lines may appear in your SYSTEM.INI. 

They may even be NON-CONTIGUOUS chunks of hardware memory.

Bill configured a bitmap as a 2-piece SYSMEM, and it seems to work.

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I guess it’s time for the foot in the mouth routine. In 
last month’s letter from the president, I blasted Alpha 
Micro for not releasing Winchester drives as an add¬ 
on for us Alpha Owners who already have floppys, 
Hawks, or whatever, who want to expand our sys¬ 
tem. I just received a notice that Alpha is now offering 
each of the Winchester systems, and the video tape 
backup controller board as separate items. If you 
wish, you can also order PROMs that will convert 
your system so that you can boot off of these 
devices. Be sure that you and your dealer order the 
correct proms, since you can specify the secondary 
boot device. If you have only a Winchester and a 
video tape reacorder you will want to be able to boot 
off of the video recorder if there is a problem with 
your Winchester. Otherwise, you will) probably want 
to have your current disk drive specified as the se¬ 
cond boot device. 

Alpha Micro is currently sending our AMOS version 
4.6 with all Winchester systems since it contains all of 
the support software for the Winchester, video, and 
streamer hardware. The rest of the Alpha Micro world 
is scheduled to start receiving 4.6 mid-December. 

We just got the first document from Alpha Micro offi¬ 
cially discussing the new CPU that will use the 
MC68000 processor. The CPU will be designated 
the AM-100L. It can address up to 16 MBytes of 
memory using 24 bit addressing, and Alpha claims 
that BASIC will run 2 times faster and Assembler 3 


times faster than the 100/T. The processor card has 
2 serial ports, a clock/calendar with battery backup. 
AlphaBASIC programs will run on the AM-100/L with 
no conversions. If you are using ISAM files, you will 
have to run them through a converter. Alpha has 
changed the assembler instruction set so that 
assembler written on other MC68000 machines will 
probably not run on the Alpha Micro machine. How¬ 
ever, you will be able to use most of your hardware on 
your current system to upgrade to the AM-100/L as 
far as disk drives go. The announcement says that 
you can use the AM-710 memory boards, but says 
nothing about any other types of memory. 

I personally am most pleased about the idea of having 
a larger processor around. Software developers 
should be looking forward to a new arena of custom¬ 
ers that can be accessed now, with little or no 
changes to their programs, and AMUS, of course can 
look forward to more members. 

In regards to AMUS’s future, I plan to have several 
sessions at the AMUS convention in January con¬ 
cerning the future of AMUS. I am interested in hearing 
what services AMUS members want, and want to 
hold discussions on ways to improve relations with 
Alpha Micro, local chapters, dealers, and the 75% of 
Alpha Micro owners who are not members of AMUS. 
If you have ideas, please get them to me. I will be 
available throughout the convention for suggestions. 
If you can’t attend the convention, call or write with 
your ideas.
